THE VALUABLE TURNIP. 


Worth Growing if Only For Its Effect 
on Dairy Cows. 
While the real food value of turnips 
Is considered somewhat low, they are 
/wonderful 
appetizers, 
especially 
for 
dairy cows, not only toning up their 
systems, but increasing the how of 
milk. 
Then 
there 
are several 
tempting 
dishes for the table that can be formed 
(from turnips, aud by storing a goodly 
supply of them for winter their use 
will save considerable of the higher 
priced products, both around the feed 
stalls and table. 
Turnips for winter storage should 
pot be sown till in .lilly, from the loth 
to the ‘jotIi, or even a few days later 
will not be too late. 
Where they are 
sown earlier than this the hot weather 
causes them to become strong aud 
pithy, but lf sown as above stated 
they mu lure when the weather is cool 
cr, which greatly enhances their flavor. 
gives them a (inn, solid flesh and adds 
to their keeping qualities. 
A rich, sandy loam or fresh sod 
soil is best adapt (a1 «<» turnip rajsiug 
and they may tic sown either broad­ 
cast or drilled.’ if sown bro uh ast it 
may be done Just before a shower, and 
there will then b* no necessity for 
covering the seed, as th** raindrops 
will do tho work better, a light cover 
lug being all that is required, 
lf the 
seeds are drilled one can arrange so 
the plants may be clit* I va ted by hand. 
the rows boing placed about eighteen 
inches apart. 
Put In plenty cf seed 
at the time of drilling aud thin out the 
plants when they come up till they 
are from three to four inches apart, 
thus giving them am i* room to grow 
~0oan*Ktead. 


Rape Geed For Hog*.

EE WISE; STICK TO FARM. 


It Stands For Everything Attractive, 
Wholesome and Probable. 
For the restless boy or girl who 
wants to go away from tim farm and 
get out into the big world to do some 
thing, no better bit of earnest reading 
can be found than this extract from 
the New York Independent. 
“The new farm children.” it says, 
“live a third dispensation. The sciences 
began to take hold of the land at least 
fifty years ago, but there was an off- 
clearing 
necessary. 
The 
transition 
period was protracted, mainly because 
the land was already In possession of 
a race of farmers that must die off. 
“The agricultural college applied the 
sciences to tillage and to crops and to 
animal life on the farm twenty-five 
years ago. 
It was slow work, not 
only to awaken the fanner, but to in­ 
vestigate, discover, and then to apply. 
The age Is now' rapidly falling into the 
hands of men who are alive to the 
great fact that production has never 
yet approached its maximum. The or­ 
chard has all this while, thanks to 
moths and caterpillars, become more 
and more an entomological laboratory. 
Gradually it bas came about that not 
a thing can be grown on the land 
without a fight. 
This has not by any 
means been a permanent loss, but has 
wakened a spirit of scientific examina­ 
tion and determination to master con­ 
ditions. 
The microscope and the cru­ 
cible are as necessary today as the 
plow* and the hoe. 
The farm boy is 
not without stimulus, nor is he with­ 
out interesting conditions; rather it 
will now take the brighter boys to do 
the farming. 
“Tho development of farm machin­ 
ery and the application of new forces 
on the land have gone on a t the same 
time. 
In every department of the 
home, in the house as well as in the 
barn, machinery takes the place of 
men, and the help problem is now 
driving us to a still more complete age 
of mechanism. 
“Tiler© is no lot on earth so enviable 
today as that of an American farm 
boy or girl. They have room, fresh air, 
lieautifu! surroundings, while the arts 
and sciences are involved in their 
work. aud isolation Is absolutely abol­ 
ished. 
“Nothing can be gained any longer 
by quitting the farm. 
It stands for 
evorj’tlilng that is attractive, whole­ 
some ami profitable; bitt at the same 
time it stands for the new and the 
stimulating. 
Country life cannot be 
made dull, unless it wilfully severs 
Itself from advantages that are freely 
offered.”

It is particularly obnoxious in W heat­ 
fields, not only choking growth, but 
making the harvesting of the crop a 
matter of great difficulty.

A Good Chick Feed.

GROW OWN TABLE DAINTIES 


E very F arm , No M atter W hat Its Size, 
Should H ave a K itchen G arden. 
Perhaps the mewl characteristic fea­ 
ture of our northern and eastern farms 
is the home vegetable garden, says 
W. ll. Beattie, assistant horticulturist, 
bureau of plant industry. * Even where 
uo orchard has been planted, and 
where the ornamental surroundings of 
the home have been neglected, a fairly 
well kept garden in which are grown 
a number of the staple kinds of vege­ 
tables is generally to be found 
In 
many cases the principal interest In 
the garden Is manifested by the wo 
men of the household and much of tho 
necessary care is given by them. 
A 
small portion of the garden inclosure 
is generally devoted to the cultivation 
of flowers, and a number of medicinal 
plants are invariably present. 
Throughout the newer parts of the 
country one finds that the conditions 
governing the maintenance and use of 
the vegetable garden are somewhat 
different, and, while a number of vege 
table crops may be grown somewhere 
on tuft? farm, there is wanting that dis­ 
tinction so characteristic of the typical 
New England kitchen garde n. 
" 
It would be impossible to make an 
accurate estimate of the value of crops 
grown in the kitchen gardens of the 
United States, but from careful ob­ 
servation the statement can safely bo 
made that a well kept garden will 
yield a return ten to titoeu times 
greater than would the same area and 
location if devoted to general farm 
crops. 
A half acre devoted to the 
various kinds of garden crops will 
easily supply a family with $100 worth 
of vegetables during the year, while 
the average return for farm crops is 
considerably less than one-tenth of 
this amount. 
A bountiful supply of 
vegetables close at hand where they 
may be secured at a few moments1 
notice is of even more importance 
than the mere money value. 
Fresh 
vegetables from the home 
garden are not subjected to exposure 
on the markets or in transportation 
and are not liable to become Infected 
in any way. Many of the products of 
the garden lose their characteristic 
flavor when not used within u few 
hours after gathering. 
By means of 
tile home garden Hie production of the 
vegetable supply for the family is 
directly under control, and in many 
cases is the only way whereby clean. 
fresh produce may be secured. 
The home vegetable garden is wor 
thy of increased attention, and a 
greater number and variety of crops 
should be included in the garden. 
The question of proximity to the 
house or other buildings is of great Im­ 
portance when locating a garden, 
In 
old homesteads the garden was gen­ 
erally located directly adjacent to the 
house, requiring but a few steps from 
the kitchen to reach the extremo parts 
of the garden. The work of caring for 
a garden is usually done at spare 
times, and for this reason alone the 
location should be near the dwelling. 
In case the site chosen for the garden 
should 
become unsuitable 
for any 
cause, it is not a difficult matter to 
change the location. 
Many persons 
prefer to plan the garden in a different 
location every five or six years.

Tile fourth thinks of “harpy,” blit can­ 
not say “P.” because that completes 
tho word “harp,” so he thinks of “Har­ 
lem” and says “L.“ The fifth is unable 
to think of any word beginning with 
“hurl," and so loses u life. When only 
two or three are left in the game it 
becomes more exciting, each one try­ 
ing to give the word such ti turn that 
the next will either not bo able to go 
on with it or will be forced to com­ 
plete it. 
When a player cannot go on 
and bas thus lost a life he may re­ 
quire from any one before him to tell 
what his word was; otherwise a play­ 
er might merely add a letter without 
thinking of any word at ail.

rather irksome one because of the 
difficulty iu handling these tiny pieces. 
A Frenchman has recently invited a 
very simple device for this purpose, 
and the work Is now done with great 
rapidity.

beads is 
placed In a cup on a revolving stand, 
driven either by hand or motor, and 
when this is put into motion the point 
of a needle on which a thread has been 
placed Is put into the cup, and the 
force of gravity makes the little beads 
move along the needle and are then 
passed on to tile string.—New York 
Press. 


Official Etiquette In France. 
The wives of French cabinet min­ 
isters share to some extent their hus­ 
bands’ dignities, the deference due to 
them being expounded in the protocol. 
Should a minister's wife enter a draw­ 
ing room where any deputies’ or sena­ 
tors’ wives are present these are sup­ 
posed to rise and remain standing un­ 
til the new arrival is seated. 
Minis­ 
ters’ wives have to show a like homage 
to the wife of the prime minister. And 
Mate. Caillaux herself is supposed to 
rise in honor of the wife of the presi­ 
dent of the chamber of deputies, for 
with her, according to the protocol, 
“c’est la representation nationaie qui 
entre, ie suffrage universe! la France.”

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LIME ON THE FARM. 


Best Way to Test It Is to Try It on 
Small Patch. 
Lime seems to be needed on parts 
of most farms. 
It corrects sourness, 
mellows heavy soils, helps light soils 
to retain moisture, favors the growth 
of clover and alfalfa and checks the 
increase of some plant diseases. The 
most certain way, according to Pro­ 
fessor Brooks of the Massachusetts 
experiment station, to find out wheth­ 
er lime will help the soil is to try it 
on a small plot in a field to be tested. 
Apply twenty pounds of fresh select­ 
ed lime to two square rods. 
Beets are a good test crop, as they 
grow better upon a limed plot if the 
soil needed lime. An average of about 
one ton of lime to an acre will usually 
be enough. It can be used at any sea­ 
son when the land is not occupied by 
crops and when it can be plowed. It 
may be planted broadcast and worked 
into the soil with a harrow. 
Professor Brooks has been looking 
up various sources of lime in New 
England markets, and he finds that it 
varies considerably in cost and desir­ 
ability. Quicklime is really the cheap­ 
est form, because when buying it the 
purchaser does not have to pay for 
water that is taken up when slaking 
lime. 
One hundred pounds of quicklime 
contains as much essential lime as 132 
pounds of slaked 
lime, 
thirty-two 
pounds being moisture from the air. 
and it contains as much as 178 pounds 
of raw limestone. 
Lime can be slaked in small heaps 
by applying just water enough to wet 
the lumps, using about two pailfuls of 
water to IOO pounds of lime. After a 
few days it will have crumbled to a 
powder. 
Most farmers slake the lime 
before applying, as the unslaked lime 
is very disagreeable to use, even with 
a manure spreader protected with bur­ 
lap. 
Finely ground limestone or marl 
works well on Light soils, but ground 
limestone costs more for the results 
obtained as compared with quicklime. 
Sometimes refuse lime from tanneries 
is a very cheap source of lime, and it 
can usually be bad for the hauling. 


PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARIES. 


They Will Open the Campaign In Fiv* 
States Next Spring. 
In five states next spring there will 
be held presidential primary elections 
to choose delegates to the Republican 
and Democratic national conventions 
and to declare the preferences of the 
voters of both parties for candidates 
for the presidency. 
These presiden­ 
tial primaries will be the first ever 
held in the United States, and the 
delegates to the national convention 
selected under them will be the first 
so chosen. 
The presidential primary 
idea had its origin in Oregon, but has 
been adopted in North Dakota, Wis­ 
consin, Nebraska and New Jersey, all 
of which have presidential primary 
laws based on the Oregon law. 
North Dakota will be the first state 
next spring to have a popular vote on 
candidates for president and vice pres­ 
ident. Dates for the primary elections 
in the states that have adopted the 
so called presidential preference law 
are as follows: North Dakota. March 
19; 
Wisconsin, 
April 2; Nebraska, 
April 17; Oregon, April 19; New Jer­ 
sey, May 28. 
If the expected interest attaches to 
these 
presidential 
primaries 
next 
year’s political campaign will begin in 
March, before the North Dakota pri­ 
maries, and will continue without ces­ 
sation through April and May, while 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Oregon and New 
Jersey are naming their choice of can­ 
didates. Of course the campaign will 
be in full blast in Jnne all over the 
country. 
The 
Republican 
national 
convention will be held during that 
month.—Washington Cor. New York 
Evening Post
